Germans Evacuate 
Three Towns 


PE simhair pánain of the Fifth Army are now thrusting

A German radio message last night said that 
German troops had evacuated Castel San Giorgio, 
Baronissi and Montoro, after all military installations 


had been destroyed. 


_ Reuter states that Allied battleships are shelling 
German positions around the base of Mount Vesuvius. 


German troops are stated to be 
in general retreat towards Naples 
town. 

lf the Germans retire they will 
probably make a stand to the north. 
but already the first river line— 
the Volturno—is in danger, Reuter’s 
correspondent states. 

Troops qn the Fifth Army’s right 
flank are reported to be within a few. 
miles of Avellino, on the road to 
Bbenevento—key town on this river 
defence. 

It took the Fifth Army six days 
to smash through the German 
defensive ring in the wild mountains 
separating Naples plains from the 
Gulf of Salerno. Among the crags 
and along the valleys some of the 
bitterest engagements of the war 
were fought. 

The break-through was achieved 
on Tuesday. At first light of dawn 
the Fifth Army moved forward in 
rain—the first since the Allied land- 
ing—along mountain passes topped 
with cloud. They fought their way 
down the tortuous ‘‘Caramel” pass 
and by noon captured Nocera, gate- 
way to the plain. Shortly after- 
wards the naval base at Castellem- 
mare, on the Sorrento Peninsula, 
14 miles across the bay from Naples, 
fell. Thus the whole Sorrento 
Peninsula was in Allied hands, 


VALUABLE PRIZE 


Castellammare (population 45,000) 
is a valuable prize, 174 miles from 
Naples, but where the suburbs may 
be said to begin. It has shipbuild- 
ing and repair facilities, and a port 
that can deal with ships up to 
550 feet in length. 

Heaviest fighting of the day was 
at Sala, three miles south-west of 
Nocera, which had already changed 
hands’ several - times, and where 
a determined counter-attack was 
repelled. 

Immediately the pass. ad . been- 
won Allied tanks climbed their way 
over the mountains on to the Naples 
plain. Faced with overwhelming 
forces, the Germans withdrew in 
orderly manner towards Naples. 

Montoro and Baronissi are nine 
and four miles, respectively, north 
of Salerno, on the road to Avellino, 
and Castel San Giorgio is seven

miles north-west of Salerno, on a 
road linking the Avellino and 
ng 2 highways. 

ichy Radio ‘last night said: 
“dhe decisive assault of the Fifth 
Army against Naples may be 
expected at any moment now.” 

Cairo Radio, quoting American 
reports, stated last night: “The 
Germans are in genera] retreat from 
Naples itself.” 

General Clark’s Army moved for- 
ward along its entire front from 
the west coast to the centre of Italy. 

The Eighth Army also swung 
forward along its whole front from 
the Fifth Army’s flank to tho 
Adriatic. Zapronetta, on the coast 
25 miles east of Foggia, was taken. 

Weather was again against the 
Air Forces. No heavy Allied 
bombers were sent up, but fighter 
bombefs of the Tactical Air Force 
did some work against. German 
trucks and road junctions.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
P arranged a meeting yesterday 
with the Pacific War Council 
for the first time since the appoint- 
ment of Lord Louis Mountbatten as 
Commander-in-Chief, East Asia. 
After their conference the members 
said they hud reviewed the general 
situation in the Pacific. 

A Reuter cable from Washington 
says the whole position of military 
supplies ‘or the South and South- 
West Pacific is Lnder review by the 
Allied Hign Command, and a sub- 
stantial increase ia tthe flow of 
equipment to that area is likely. 
Well-informed. yuarters believe that, 
in view of what General MacArthuy 
has already achieved with limited 
sipplies, there is. every prospect of 
further rapid and successful results 
against the Japanese in the near 
future, 

Allied landings on Sumatra and in 
Malaya, and a large-scale counter- 
offensive against Burma from India 
are expected by the Japanese, says 
Reuter. 

In the Wewak area of New Guinea. 
tlhe Japanese have been attacked by 
Allied bombers to prevent concentra- 
tions of aircraft and _— supplies: 
Vifty-eight 'planes were destroyed, 
three tankers set on fire and left 
sinking, four merchant ships were 
either sunk or destroyed, 29 barges 
and luggers were sunk or severely 
damaged, and fuel and supply dumps 
were fired. 

Sharp fighting is still going on ‘n 
the Finschhafea area. south of the 
Bumi River. Heavy casualties have 
been inflicted on the Japanese in 
the north. United States marines 
have occupied the island of Nanu- 
mea, of the Ellice group, 450 miles 
south-east of the Gilbert Islands.

Mr, Macdonald said that he had 
no official information on the situa- 
tion of British prisoners ‘since the 
invasion ‘of Italy began, but he had 
heard from a Red Cross official that, 
40 per cent. would get 

away. - Most of those now free were 
in Southern Italy in the areas occu- 
pied by the Allies. 
The position of prisoners held 
behind German lines in the north 
was more difficult, and there could 
be no estimate of how many might 
make their way through to territory 


occupied by the Allies.—(Associated

The Germans still have big in- 
fantry and tank concentrations in 
their bridgeheads and at some pomts 
are counter-attacking as many as 
to 12 times a day, supported by 
groups of ’planes 20 to 350 strong. 
They are counter-attacking fiercely 
in the Melitopol sector. 

The stage is now set for the final 
battle for Kiev, this correspondent 
states. Strong Russian forces are 
being massed for the assault. The 
Germans still hold a small bridge- 
head on the eastern bank of the 
Dnieper. opposite the city, stretch- 
ing for about 8 miles along the 
river, but the Russians are only 
3 or 4 miles from the bank here 
and are pressing in steadily. The 
Soviet communique stated that 
German forces in this sector had 
been forced back to the west bank 
of the river. 

North of Kiev the east bank is in 
Russian hands for a stretch of over 
100 miles to the point where the 
Sosh River enters the Dnieper, To 
th south, separate sectors of the 
bank between Kiev and Zaporozhe, 
totalling approximately about 200 
miles, are also firmly occupied.

In the great drive through White 
Russia the Red Army is keeping up 
its rapid advance on a mile 
front. Russian forces are already 
over 30 miles west of Smolensk and 
about... the .same distance .from 
Vitebsk, which is threatened by a 
double movement from» the north- 
east and south-east. One, column 
has taken Rudnya Station, German 
strong point 40 miles north-west of 
Smolensk and 45 miles south-east of 
Vitebsk. 

The Russians are only 30 miles 
from. the key rail junction of 
Orsha. 

A big battle is developing for 
Krichey Station, important and 
heavily defended junction of the 
west bank of the Sosh River, mid- 
way between Roslav! and Mogilev. 

Zhlobin Rail Junction, scene of 
bitter fighting in the summer of 
1941, is threatened. It lies near 
the Dnieper at the point where the 
north-south railway from Vitebsk 
crosses the Minsk-Gomel line. 

Heavy guns are already shelling 
the town of Gomel, and fighting is 
taking place in the straggling 
eastern’ suburbs. 

Russi4n penetrations of the 
German lines on the Murmansk 
front and landings on the Arctic 
coast were reported by German radio 
last. night. e report stated that 
the Russians were thrown back to 
the coast and that “the survivors 
took off during the night.” A later 
message said: “ The Russians have 
again attempted to cross the middle 
Dnieper, taking advantage of the 
islands.

N official inquiry began at 
Cork yesterday into the 
Cork Harbour tragedy last 
December, when two launches 
engaged in servicing a ship were sunk, 
with the loss of five lives. The 
inquiry is being presided over by 
Mr. D. B. Sullivan, the Cork District 
Justice, with whom are two 
assessors, Captain V. E. Gore 
Hickman and Captain W. J. Kelly. 
Mr. R. McGonigal, 8.C., who led 
for the. Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, outlining the - circum- 
stances of the tragedy, said that 
three vessels were concerned—the 
s.s. Irish Poplar, owned by Irish 
Shipping, Ltd., and managed by the 
Limerick Steamship Co., Ltd.; the 
Cork Harbour Board’s pilot launch 
Carraigancuain, and the examination 
‘launch No. 3, owned by the Minister 
for Defence. The Irish Poplar, 
which was on her way from Dublin 
to Rushbrooke, entered Cork Harbour 
in very bad weather on December 
12th. Anchoring at Dognose Buoy, 
she dragged anchor, and, as the shi 
might go aground there, Captain J. 
F. Taylor decided to heave up his 
anchor and steam into the wind. 
The pilot launch with a crew of 
two came along the port side of the 
ship, but did not tie up, and the 
pilot climbed aboard. Almost im- 
mediately afterwards the examina- 
tion launch came up alongside the 
pilot launch, so that the three 
vessels were lying parallel and all 
touching. The examination officer 
boarded the Irish Poplar by crossing 
the pilot launch. After that, the two 
launches made every endeavour to 
get clear, but, apparently because 
the ship was making a lee drift of 
about four knots, they were not able 
é disengage themselves írom the 
ship. : 
‘The lau-ches’ difficulties were not, 
unfortunately, noticed from the 
bridge of the Irish Poplar, whose

engines were put ‘slow : ahead.” 
The result of this was to swing the 
ship’s stezn round to the lauuches, 
which continued to move along the 
ship’s side until they reached b 
the stern, where they were struc 
by the ship’s propellors. Both sank 
immediately, and five men who had 
been in the launches were drowned. 

Mr. McGonigal said it might be 
necessary for him to ask the Court 
to censure one or more of the 
officers of the three vessels con- 
cerned, but he would not ask that 
the certificate be cancelled. 

The hearing of evidence was then 
commenced. Yesterday’s witnesses 
included two officers,, who gave 
evidence of examining the salvagd 
launches, the condition of which 
suggested they had been struck by 
the ship’s propellor. 

The inquiry was adjourned until 
to-day. 


Pigs and Bacon 
Board Changes 


Changes, said to be of a drastic 
character, are taking place in cen- 
nection with the Pigs and Bacon 
Board, the Jrish Times was informed 
yesterday. Just what these are can- 
not yet be stated, but members of 
the trade are speculating on a con- 
siderable relaxation of the restric- 
tions under which they have carried 
on for some time past. They expect 
“the complete abolition of the quota 
system under which the factories are 
restricted in the numbers of pigs 
they may buy and cure, and the 
amount of bacon they may supply 
to the retailers. This is indicated 
by the fact that the quotas for 
October, which should have been 
sent out at least a week ago, have 
not yet been received.

It. was contended by several dele- 
gates that black marketing now was 
virtually non-existent; that the 
legitimate shopkeepers had nothing 
to do with it, and that a greater 
margin of profit should be given to 
traders who were in the front line 
trenches. 


THE TRADERS 


Endorsing the defence of the 
legitimate shopkeeper, Mr. ; 
Lemass, Minister for Sapplien, said 
that it was necessary to have public 
co-operation if prices were to be 
effective. It was true they could 
not depend on the people them- 
selves, and they made no apology 
for the methods the Department had 
adopted to protect the public. On 
the whole, the price arrangements 
had been sufficiently effective to pre- 
vent gross abuses. 

Shopkeepers had been subjected to 
considerable criticism by sections of 
the Press and the public. Sonie of 
them deserved it, but the great 
majority of them did not. “' {don’t 
think,” he said, “there is sufficient 
public epetecsasan of the burdens 
necessarily placed upon shopkeepers 
in the interests of ensuring the fair 
distribution of available ‘supplies. 
The great majority of traders has 
co-operated § whole-heartedl in 
ensuring the carrying out of Govern- 
ment decrees.’’ If eggs and agri- 
cultural produce were to come under 
price-fixing Orders, the Government 
would have to extend control down 
the line to the producer, and that 
would be a very difficult task in view 
of the variety of the goods.

But it has had not mystic quality 
for you or for those who died to 
preserve it. And, just as it bas been 
the’ great joy and delight of our 
lives to see the things for which 
these men worked and strove and 
died realised bit by bit, so, please 
God, we will have the joy of seeing 
accomplished that other part of the 
work for which they died — the 
restoration of the Irish language.” 


NOT IN THE MOON 


Recalling that he had spoken of 
Irish several times during the recent 
election, and that the newspapers 
wanted to pretend that because he 
was interested in the language and 
because it was a principal aim of 
Fianna Fail, they had their eyes 
closed to all the other things affect- 
ing the welfare of the people, Mr. 
de Valera said that he had not done 
it in order to catch votes, but be- 
cause he wanted the people to 
realise how important it was in the 
preservation of the national life. 

“The. papers tried to make it 
appear that 1 was up in the moon 
because 1 was not dealing with 
what the /rish Times calls the 
ordinary man and the ordinary 
people. You here are a cross-section 
of the ordinary people very much 
more so than the /rish Times is, 
and by your applause you give the 
lie to the /rish Times when it says 
that the Irish people don’t care a 
tinxer’s dam for the language. The 
Trish Times say that you don’t want 
the language. If you didn’t know 
English they would be asking you 
to hais basic English. They do 
not at all suggest that for those of 
us who have not yet learned the 
language it might be no harm to get 
a little bit of basic Irish.” 

Insisting that teachers, including 
professors, who knew their subject 
well, and knew the language 
sufficiently well, could teach the 
subject perfectly through it, Mr. de 
Valera said that if the Irish people 
had lost their tongue earlier than 
they did, there would be no question 
of an independent Irish nationality 
to-day. “If I had not understood 
it, and believed in it,” he said, 
“the propaganda methods of some 
people supposed to be in charge of 
the language would have driven ma 
against it in recent years. 1. am 
afraid they have driven a large 
number of ple against it. The 
language will only “succeed through 
the good-will of all the people; it 
will not succeed by attacking 
people. Its restoration will mean 
a different kind of fight. Formerly 
we fought the devil, so to k; 
now we have to fight the world, the 
flesh and the devil.”
